quence, the Socialists not only in this trial, as well as those of 
the 16 in the Zinoviev-Kamenev 
trial which preceded it, were 
alk manufactured and part of a 
gigantic frame-up. 

In previous pages’ we have 
seen that it would have been 
‘both politically and physically 
impossible, to. organize these 
trials as a frame-up, and now,.in 
locking into the matter of these 
defendants’ confessions, we shall 
see that a frame-up was also 
psychologically impossible. 

Defenders of Trotzky charge 
that the canfessions were wheed- 
led or forced out of the men on 
trial, and they allege various 
ways by which this was done, 
all contradictory to each other. 
Most of these contentions are too 
absurd to require any refuta- 
tion, such jas the “theories” that 
the men were doped with an 
oriental “truth drug,” that they 
had been subjected to a sinis- 
ter light treatment, that they 
had ‘been hypnotized, that. black 
magic had been practiced upon 
them, that they were victims of 
a mass confession hysteria, that 
their admissions of guilt were an 
expression | of. the - mysterious 
slav soul, etc., ete. 

One widely expanded “expla- 
nation” has it that the defend- 
ants voluntarily sacrificed them- 
selves upon the altar of social- 
ism; that is, they confessed upon 
Stalin’s bidding in order to dis- 
credit Frotzky and to strengthen 
generally the position of the 
Soviet Government at home and 
abroad. What a megalomaniac 
Trotzky is to consider ‘himself so 
important that all these men 
would take their place before a 
firing squad just to ruin him po- 
litically. And how absurd to as- 
sert that these hard-boifed 
Trotzkyite leaders, who had been 
fighting Stalin’ for years, would 
suddenly agree to die in dis- 
grace for the sake of him and 
his policies. Such drivel is fod- 
der for morons. 

No ‘Promises 

‘Another favorite Trotzkyite 
“analysis” 
that they were cajoled out of the 
‘men on trial by, promises of 
leniency. But this, \too, does not 
hold water any better than a 
sieve. / Take the 16 \defendants 
in ‘the . Zinoviev-Kamenev trial: 
,| They. were experienced leaders, 
they knew quite well that there 
was surely a penalty of\ death 
for the crimes of «political as- 
sassination and industrial wreck- 
ing and, consequently, they could 
not have failed to clearly reé 
ize that they, by confessing t 
these major offenses, were walk-\ 
ing straight to their execution. 

The Trotzkyites claim, how- 
ever, that the Zinovievites were 
double-crossed; that is, that they 
were first promised leniency and 
then shot. But what about the 
17 defendants in the Piatakov- 
Radek trial, several months lat- 
er? They ‘also were intelligent 
men, sophisticated leaders and 
determined opponents of the Sta- 
lin regime. It is utterly inered- | 
‘ible that: these men, with the 
fate of Zinoviev and the others 
fresh in their minds, could pos- 
-sibly have. been induced by any 
kind of promises to plead bard

The Socialists aecept at face 
value the claim. of the Trotzky- 
ites that they are not associated 
with the “Progressive Group.” 
They allow themselves to be mis- 
led by the fact that the individ-. 
ual who now signs himself as 
secretary of. the group fs one 
of the Trotzkyites who has not 
yet joined the Socialist Party. 
But they choose to overlook the 
fact that the Trotzkyists who are 
within the S.P. make the same 
arguments, and follow the same 
course as those who have openly 
associated themselves with this 
disruptive group. 

Socialist Call and The Trotzky- 
ites 

The Socialist Call has made no 
mention of this sinister attempt 
to split the unemployed move- 
ment. On. the contrary, it has 
-gleefully reported distorted ac- 
counts of Trotzkyist “victories” 
over “Communists” in the Work- 
ers’ Alliance. The Socialist Call 
has failed ‘to report: the fact: that 
the Trotzkyists obstructed and 
prevented affiliation of the Min- 
neapolis unemployed organiza- 
tions, despite the pleas of ‘David 
Lasser, leading Socialist and 
president of the Workers Al- 
liance, who made two trips to 
Minnesota for this purpose. The 
Socialist Call -was silent when 
the Trotzkyist sheet ‘Labor Ac- 
tion” published a slanderous re- 
port to the effect that it was 
Lasser and Benjamin who tried 
to split the unemployed move- 
ment of Minnesota. 


The Socialist Call has been si- 
lent about the attempt of the 
New Jersey Trotzkyites toe pre- 
pare a split in the Workers 
Alliance of that State by re- 
jecting the official membership 
books of the Alliance on the| 
grounds that it carries an en- 
dorsement’ of independent poli-|_ 
tical action through a Farmeér- 
Labor Party.

kind. Secondly, not one of them 
in thé course of the extended 
testimony -gave the least indica- 
tion that he had been terror-’ 
ized. This fact is very impor-} 
tant. It must be remembered 
the defendants, notwith- 
standing the crimes they . had 
committed against socialism, 
were men who had formerly 
passed through many. revolution- 
ary struggles and weré inuredto 
hardship. and danger. Surely 
one out of the 33. of themt would 
have shown courage enough. to 
protest at the trial, and there- 
-by to the whole world, if* his 
confession had been exteifted 
from him by force. Such ‘an! in- 
dividual, in any event, could/not 
‘have had anything to fear in the 
way of physical harm from his 
jailers, and certainly not when 
supported. by the world capital- 
ist press. The reason’ that no 
‘such statement was ‘made | was 
because there had been no ter- 
ror whatever used against the 
defendants, and if any one of 
those on trial had made such an 
accusation he would have been 
overwhelmingly proved a liar by 
the very man on trial with him. 

In the celebrated Reichstag 
fire trial Dimitroff. showed by 
his bold defiance of the“ Fas- 
cists that revolutionists do not 
quail before terror, and _ the 
brave Rakosi, in his recent trial, 
likewise demonstrated that his 
revolutionary spirit has not been 
broken after many years in Hun- 
‘garian Fascist dungeons. Thael- 
mann in Germany and Prestes 
in Brazil will, we may be posi- 
tive, show the same indomitable 
spirit when they are brought to 
trial. Hf the Trotzkyite leaders 
were revolutionists,- as their 
friends maintain, how was it 
possible that they could have 
all remained silent, if they. had 
been terrorized into confessing 
and let themselves go, without 
a protest to traitors’ graves? The 
answer is that it was not pos- 
sible. - 

The Real Basis of the 
_Confesgions 

A soung analysis. of the trials 
shows that it would -have been 
psychologically impossible to se- 
cure the confessions from the 
Trotzkyite plotters by means of 
promises, terror* or any of the 
bizarre methods alleged. “ The 
inescapable conclusion from an 
examination of the whole situa- 
tion in that the confessions were 
voluntary and genuine. 

Why, then, did the Trotzkyites 
eonfess? The true explanation 
is simple enough. They confes- 
sed because they were guilty; 
because the proof of their guilt 
that*confronted them before the 
great tribunal of the revolution 
was so overwhelming that it left 
them no other alternative than 
confession. ; 

A number of elements com-’ 
bined ito make the Trotzkyites 
admit their crime, but promises, 
‘terror, “truth drugs,” etc., were 
not among them. The principal 
immediate cause of their sense 
of guilt and their ultimate con- 
fessions lay in the fact that the

Some Really Repentant 

Tt is clear from the testimony ~ 
at the trials that a number of 
the defendants were genuinély 
repentant for the crimes” they - 
had committed against the fevo- 
lution, and wanted to make ‘re- 
sparation for what they had done, 
They were. disillusioned - with 
their political course ang real- 
ized they had been led into “a 
terrible trap by Trotzky. -Such 
elements, who had long experi- __ 
ence in. the Leninist practice of - 
self-criticism and admission of 
errors, would naturally take. the 
lead in confessing the -whole. 
monstrous crime. Others of the 
defendants, who wanted to. braz- * 
en the thing out, were thus con- 
fronted in these confessions with ; 
the certainty of being convicted ff 
in open court and of losing 
every possible chance for mercy. 
Thus they.-themselves in ‘trun 
found it necessary to acknow- 
ledge their treason. 

Radek, who in court was one 
of the most defiant. of the de- 
fendants and who by his man- 
ner gave the lie completely to 
the Trotzkyist promise-terror- 
hypnotism theories of the trial, 
told how he was thus brought 
to make his admission of guilt. 
He said that for a long time in 
jail he refused to confess, as he 
did not want to compromise’ his 
friends among the accused; but 
‘he finally agreed to. do so.- He 
said: 

“They told me, ‘We have al- 
ready got 15 depositions involv- 
ing you, but if you want to gain 
time to think it. over go ahead 
and think it over.’ I thonght it 
over for two and a half months. 
Then an investigater said, ‘You 
are the last; so why waste time?’ 
The next day I confessed.” ~ 

We may be quite sure that,the 
clever Radek made himself- per- 
fectly certain that the 15 dep- 
ositions against him by‘ his: co- 
plotters’ were absolutely genu- 
ine and that he had no other 
way out, before he mad“ the 
confession that condemned...zhim 
as a traitor to the cause of so- — 
cialism and covered his namie 
with eternal shame.
